| Claremont Colleges. A fund of 
1$1500G0 has been given for the 
first building. Other buildings will 
be added as they are needed.

IN FOREST SUNDAY 


H. L. Nicholson, Los Angeles;

Radeberg, Long Beach, and Roy 
Amito were arrested by United 
States Forest Ranger G. O. Darks 
on Sunday, charged with smoking 
in a forest reserve. As the prac- 
tise is an extremely dangerous 
one, especially at this time of 
year, the men are being held pend- 
ing hearing. 


Forest Rangers and special of- 
ficers are maintaining a strict 
watch over people entering the 
forest reserves and warnings havé 
been posted informing people: of 
the seriousness of smoking in 
these restricted areas. 


It cost the government $145.000 
to fight the fire in the San Gab- 
riel Mountains last year and every- 
thing possible is being done t¢ 
avoid a re-occurance of this enor- 
mous expenditure and tremendous 
loss to our forests and watersheds. 
It seems such a pity that grown 
people refuse to cooperate with the 
government in this vital issue, and 
that the law must be invoked in 
order to ‘emphasise the necessity 
of saving our forests. 


One has but to stroil over the 
mountains and view the blackened 
stumps and seared hillsides, mute 
evidence of the devastating work 
of the forest fires, to realise the 
extreme necessity for the strict- 
est precaution on the part of the 
public, and a little kindly thought- 
fulness, a little intelligent think- 
ing is all that is required to elim- 
inate danger of forest fires.

REQUEST FOR NEW 
TRIAL 15: DENIED 


The appeal of Mauricio Trinidad, 
asking a new trial, was denied by 
the Supreme Court last week, and 
the verdict of the Supreme Court 
in San Bernardino, sentencing Trin- 
idad to death, was affirmed. Trin- 
idad killed Luis Hernandez, a cob- 
bler, at Colton in May, 1926. His 
appeal was submitted to the Su- 
preme Court in March.

He will be returned 
to Superior Judge Charles L, Alli-
